Parker moved that a sum not exceeding ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000) be appropriated from the un- 
expended balance of fund of the 1945 fiscal year, for the 
purpose of erecting a piggery at the Farm. The motion 
prevailed. 

Rep. Felker having voted with the majority moved 
that the resolution presented by Rep. Corson, be taken 
from the table. On a standing vote on the motion, eight 
voted for and eight against and the motion did not carry. 

Rep. Parker reported the serious illness of George 
F. Leighton, Chairman of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, and moved that the Clerk protem send a _ resolu- 
tion of sympathy from the Delegation to Mr. Leighton. 

The Clerk protem, sent the following resolution: 

“The members of the Strafford County Delegation 
in Special Session have learned with sadness of the ill- 
ness of Mr. George F. Leighton, Chairman of the Board 
of County Commissioners, therefore be it resolved, that

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COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


The new Board of County Commissioners will find 
the financial condition of the County in the best of con- 
dition; again the year ended with a substantial balance 
and no bonded indebtedness. Due to the increase in 
cost of labor and material of which we are all aware, 
cost of repairs at the County Home were greater than 
Was anticipated, as all improvements made were neces- 
sary we feel justified. 

The appropriations for painting were inadequate 
und it was necessary to pay bills from other sources, all 
buildings including the inside of the laundry, the pas- 
sageway and kitchen in the cellar of the main building 
and many rooms were done over. .A great amount was 
spent on plumbing and electrical work finishing what 
had been started in 1944. 

The new inter-building telephone system ordered 
last year has been installed and has proven to be very 
convenient and a time saver. The electric generator has 
been in operation several months and has proven very 
efficient; again the appropriation was not large enough 
to take care of installation and electrical work. 

It was necessary during the summer months to 
have outside labor to take care of the crops, this was 
due to the very few prisoners that were able to be out at 
work. 

The amount appropriated for flush toilets’ and 
lavatories in the jail was not enough to start the project 
as plumbing fixtures have increased in price and were 
not available. 

Due to refusal of the Civilian Public Administra- 
tion to approve building of the Court House Annex it 
Was necessary to postpone the project until next year. 
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As the delegation had appropriated the money 
but not approved the plan by resolution the Retirement 
Plan could not be put into effect. 

We wish to express our sincere appreciation to 
all individuals and organizations, to Mrs. Mary McCul- 
lough. 

We wish to express our appreciation to Mrs. Me- 
Cullough for her fine work at the County Home, it was 
sad to lose Mr. McCullough at mid-year. We also want 
to extend our sincere thanks to all individuals and or- 
ganizations who have cooperated with us throughout 
the year.

Court orders issued by 
the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and pay- 
rolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 
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COUNTY FARM 

The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the Coun- 
ty Farm were checked by source through the triplicate 
receipt forms. All receipts were properly accounted for 
by the Superintendent through remittances to the Coun- 
ty Treasurer. / 

GENERAL COMMENTS 
FINANCES! 

As of December 31, 1945, Strafford County was 
entirely free of bonded indebtedness, the last $7,000.00, 
of an original bond issue of $84,000.00, dated August 1, 
1933, having been paid during the year. 

Also during the year 1945, through a _ transfer 
from the cash surplus, a Capital Reserve Fund of 
$71,725.38 was established for the construction of an ad- 
dition to the court house at Dover. 

COUNTY BUDGETS: 

In accordance with current budgetary practice in 
Stratford County the amount of the County Tax is the 
total amount of the appropriations unless a deduction is 
made on account of cash surplus. Estimated revenue on 
account of income from the county farm, etc., is not tak- 
en into consideration in the budget. On the other hand . 
the amount which is appropriated for the county farm is 
less than the amount which is actually required. for the 
operation of the institution, the understanding being 
that the income from the county farm will be credited to 
the appropriation. 

In the preparation of a budget it is considered bet- 
ter practice to make all appropriations on a _ basis of 
actual gross requirements and to deduct estimated rev- 
enue. If this is done a definite amount is set up for 
each appropriation whereas under the present system 
the amount available for the operation of the county 
farm, for instance, is not actually known until the total 
income is determined at the end of the year. 
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CLASSIFICATION OF COUNTY FARM EXPENDITURES: 

All bills and invoices of the County Farm are first 
examined and approved by the Superintendent before be- 
ing sent to the Commissioners for payment. When each 
bill is approved by the Superintendent the proper classi- 
fication should be indicated thereon. Cash discounts 
should be taken whenever possible. 

The suggestion is also made that when bills are 
sent to the Commissioners for payment, if those in a 
certain classification such as “provisions”, “feed”, etc., 
are kept together it will simplify the bookkeeping. 
REFUND ON GAS TAX: | 

A record should be kept at the County Farm of 
gasoline actually used for tractors and other farm equip- 
ment not used on the highways. A claim may then be 
filed with the State Treasurer for refund of the State 
tax of four cents per gallon on gasoline so used. 
CONCLUSION: 

Section 31 of Chapter 211, Laws of 1939, provides 
that “Upon completion of each audit, as herein provided, 
a report thereof shall be made to the proper local officials 
and a copy of such report or a summary of its essential 
features shall be published in the next annual report of 
the county, city, town school district, village district or 
precinct concerned”’. 

In accordance with the provisions of this law, 
therefore, the text of this report should be printed in the 
next annual County report in its entirety. The publica- 
tion of Exhibits and Tables is optional. 

Our appreciation and thanks is expressed to alli 
County officials and employees for their assistance dur- 
ing the course of the audit.

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COUNTY HOME REPORT 


To the Commissioners of Stratford County: 


Gentlemen : 

Because of the sharp increase in the expenditures 
of the farm for the past year, due to the increased cost 
of labor, food and other supplies necessary to operate 
the farm, it seems best to discuss some of the increases 
in the opening paragraphs of the report. It is well to 
bear in mind that we have cared for the average number 
of inmates and prisoners during the past year. The in- 
crease in the payroll was to be expected but it is re- 
gretted that even with an increase we were severely 
handicapped. For almost the entire year we were with- 
out the necessary experienced staff members. Had wea 
complete staff the increase would have been even greater. 

The increase in the cost of our general repairs is 
easily accounted for. The water pipes in the home and 
all outer buildings were in a very badly rusted and cor- 
roded condition and we thought it was economy to have 
them replaced at this time. A telephone system from 
the main building to the various other buildings on the 
property was installed. In the men’s wing, the rooms 
on the first floor have been refinished and painted. Sev- 
eral new pieces of farm machinery had to be purchased 
to successfully carry on the farming. A potato planter 
was one of the articles and a new milking machine was 
necessary also. A blade for snow removal and a loader, 
which saves many man hours of shoveling were also pur- 
chased. A new plow was another of the tractor’s at- 
tachments. 
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While we have practically the same number of 
cattle as last year, the grain bills show a decided in- 
crease due to the increased cost per ton. While most of 
the food stuffs are gradually returning to the market, 
their prices are also much higher. 

All the buildings on the farm have been painted 
on the outside and practically all on the inside and a 
considerable amount of papering has been done. 

While a special appropriation was made to re- 
shingle the barns, the amount was far from being enough 
to pay for same and a considerable amount had to. be 
paid from the regular appropriation. 

From the special appropriations a wire guide rail 
was installed for the safety of the prisoners and a new 
generator purchased whereby electricity can be gener- 
ated when the regular current fails. An up to date 
washer and dryer were additions to the laundry while 
the kitchen for the inmates had an additional steam ket- 
tle installed. One hundred new beds, springs and mat- 
tresses were also purchased to replace the old ones. 

An appropriation was also made for a new pig- 
gery; but to date, due to a shortage of labor and material, 
that has not been built. 

The death of Mr. McCullough made many changes 
in our program and many things that were planned 
did not materialize. 

The County Commissioners and their office staff 
have been most co-operative and helpful and for that 
and their support during the year we wish to thank 
them. 

To all other County officers for their courtesies 
and favors, we also wish to say thank you. It has been 
a pleasure to be a member of your group. 

Our Chaplains, Rev. Father Massicotte of St. 
Charles Catholic church of Dover and Rev. A. Aubert of 
the Baptist church of Farmington, have been most com- 
forting to our folks at the farm. They have ministered 
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to our spiritual needs readily and cheerfully and_ to 
them our heartfelt thanks. 

To our County Home Physicians, Dr. John Harti- 
gan and Dr. Charles Moors, we say thank you for your 
untiring work in caring for our physical ills. 

| Our thanks are also extended to all other religious, 
fraternal and social groups who have done so much for 
the happiness and morale of our folks during the year. 

Last but not least our heartfelt thanks and grati- 
tude is extended to all the members of our staff for their 
loyalty and help during the past year. 

As your Matron, J want to add my _ personal 
thanks to the employees, the inmates and the prisoners 
for your many kindnesses and sympathy shown me in my 
great sorrow and loss.
